BATTLE IS REPORTED 
BY VICEROY ALEXIEFF 
T. PETERSBURG, March 22.—The 
S emperor has received the following 
telegram from Viceroy Alexieff: 

‘“Tdeutenant General Stoessel reports 
that at midnight of March 2! Japanese 
torpedo boats were discovered by our 
search lights. Our guard ships and fore 
batteries opened fire upon them, the firing 
lasting for twenty minutes. At 4 o'clock 
in the morning the attack was renewed. 

“At 6:30 o'clock in the morning four 
of the enemy’s ships appeared from the 
south, followed by the whole squadron of 
eleven ships and eight torpedo boats. Our 
squadron left the roadstead to meet the 
enemy. 

“At 9 o'clock the enemy’s battleships 
4) ed fire on Liaotishin, after which 
they took up a position behind the rocky 
eminence of Liaotishin, and bombarded 
Port Arthur.” 

Viceroy Alexieff adds that he Is wait- 
ing for details. 

A later dispatch from the viceroy to the 
emperor says: 

“According to a supplemental. report 
from Lieutenant Genera] Stoessel the en- 
emy’s fleet consisted of six battle ships 
and twelve cruisers. About 9 o’clock in 
the morning the fleet divided, the battle 
ships and torpedo boats taking up a po- 
sition between Liaotishin and Golubinala 
bay (Pigeon bay) while the cruisers form- 
6d up in two divisions on the south and 
southeast of Port Arthur. 

“At 9:20 the battle ship Retzivan open- 
ed fire over the crest of Liaotishin against 
the enemy’s battle ships, which replied by 
firing on the town. Meanwhile our fleet 
formed up in line in the outer road- 
stead.

ADMIRAL MAKAROFF 
TELLS OF THE SEA FIGHT 
St. Petersburg, March 22.—Another tel-

“At midnight of March 2! two of tha 
enemy’s torpedo boats approached the 
outer roadstead, but were soon discov- 
ered by the search lights of the bat- 
teries and fired upon by the forts and by 
the gunboats Bobr ahd Otvazuy.

RUSSIANS FIND 
JAPS IN FORCE 


Alexieff Reports Many of Mi- 
' kade’s Soldiers at 
Anju. 


St. Fytersburg, March 22.—The follow- 
ing dispatch has been received from Vice- 
roy Alexieff dated Mukden, March 22: 

“General Mistchenkow reports that on 
‘March 17 our scouts approached Anju and 
observed on the left bank of the Cheng- 
Chang river opposite Anju, entrenchments 
made by the enemy. Up to that date 
the enemy had not appeared at Yong- 
Pyon (15 miles northeast of Anju). It 
is supposed that there is one Japanese 
division at Anju and that the commander 
of tho First army corps Is at Ping Yang. 

“in consequence of the report that two 
squadrons of the enemy had arrived at 
Pak-Chon (15 miles northwest of Anju», 
200 of our cavalry were dispatched for 
the purpose of preventing the enemy 
from crossing the Pak-Chon river, Our 
cavalry found three Japanese squadrons 


| on the left bank of the river, but they

withdrew toward Anju on the arrival 
of our detachment without fighting. The

PLEA IS MADE 
FOR JAPANESE 


United States Presents Case 
of Mikado’s Subjects to 
Czar. 


St. Petersburg, March 22.—1:50 p. m.— 
The United States ambassador, Mr. Mc- 
Cormick, has been instructed by the state 
department at the request of Mr. Tak- 
ahira, the Japanese minister at Wash- 
ington, to ask the Russian government 
what facilities will be afforded to the 
40,000 Japanese in Siberia to return to 


Japan, 
According to information received here 


comparatively few Japanese are now in 
Siberia. Most of them left there just 
prior to or after the breaking out of the 
war. The United States embassy, which 
is charged with the safe guarding of 
Japanese interests, has thus far only re- 
sponded to the appeal of a score of 
Japanese coming from Siberia through 
European Russia. The last batch of 
twelve from Irkutsk was sent to Berlin 
Saturday. Not one of them has been 
molested, but it is considered safer that 
the Japanese be placed beyond the re- 
gion of possible danger. No appeals have 
been received from the few Japanese re- 
siding in St. Petersburg and other cities 
of European Russia. 


JAPANESE ARE GRAFTING 
IN THE TOBACCO MONOPOLY 
Tokio, March 22.—A legislative scandal 
ts threatened in connection with the pro- 
posal of the government to create a to- 
baceo monopoly. It is alleged that cer- 
tain members of the ‘fet agreed to sup- 
port a movement to Increase the com- 
pensation to be pald the manufacturers 
for a share of the increase secured. It 
was originaly proposed to pay the manu- 
facturers a sum,equal to three years’ in- 
come from their business. It is said 
that the illicit project was to secure the 
equivalent of four years’ income. The 
police are investigating the matter and 
possibly it may be ventilated on the floor 
of the house. The inc:dent is likely to 
have the effect of leaving the three years’ 
provision unchanged.

KOREANS RISE 
AGAINST. JAPS 


Mob Is Dispersed by a Vol- 
ley of Bullets, 


South Wind Is Dispersing the Ice in 
Far East and Active Operations 
Will Soon Begin—(The

London, March 23.—With the exception 
of the Russian official dispatches no news 
has reached London of the latest DbDom- 
bardment of Port Arthur. The Japanese 
legation last night had nothing to coOm- 


municate. 

News is received from Niuchwang that 
a south wind ts dispersing the fce points, 
which means'the beginning of active oper- 
atons that at least will reveal the care- 
fully concealed plan of campaign. 

In last night’s Gazette the board of 
trade, in publishing a list of the articles 
Geclared to be contraband of war, warns 
the masters of British ships that they 
Must not resist being stopped or searched 
by warships, elther of the belligerents, 
for contraband. 

The Daily Telegraph's Seoul correspond- 
ent, cabling tinder date of March 22, re- 
ports the rising of a mob of Koreans 
against Japatiese soldiers at Samung, 
north of Gensan. The Japanese dispersed 
the mob, killing five and wounding 
twenty. 

The Dally Chronicle publishes uncon- 
firmed rumors from Che Foo and Niu- 
chwang of bombardments of Port Ar. 
thur on March 13 and March 17, five 
Buropeans and many Chinese being kill- 
ed in the former, and two guns being 
dismantled and fifty soldiers killed in the 
latter. 

The Tokto correspondent of The Times 
says it is rumored that the Korean 
government yesterday decided to open 
Yogampho to foreign trade. 

According to The Standard’s St. Peters- 
burg correspondent the Russian govern- 
ment has privately informed the senators 
that since the outbreak of the war ex. 
actly 100,000 troops have been forwarded 
to the Far East Dy the Sioerian railway.

ENATOR BURTON 
BROUCHT TO BAR 


On Trial for Alleged Selling 
of Senatorial Influence, — 


It Is Charged He Accepted $500 a 
Month from  Get-Rich-Quick 
Concern To Prevent the 
Issuance of a Fraud 
Order. 


St. Louls, March 22.—The trial of 
United States Senator Burton, of Kan- 
sas, charged with having accepted $2,500 
from the Rialto Grain and Securities 
Company to use his influence with the 
postoffice to prevent the issuance of 4 
fraud order against the Rjalto company, 
Was began before Judge Adams in the 
United States district court today. 

The Government’s Case 

Colonel D. P. Dyer, a United States 
district attorney, made the opening 
statement for the government. After 
reading the indictment he said that the 
charges against Senator Burton were 
based upon section 1782 of the revised 
statutes of the United States. 

“According to the statute,” said Colo- 
nel Dyer, ‘it is unlawful for any senator 
or representative to accept pecuniary 
fees for any service rendered to any per- 
Son or concern In any matter in which 
the government is either directly or in- 
directly interested. The government will

On Trial for Alleged Selling of 
His Influence. 
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@ndeavor to show by witnesses that the 
defendant accepted certain sums _. of 
money from the Rialto Grain and Securl- 
ties Company of St. Louis for his influ- 
ence in certain matters pending before 
the postoffice department, in which the 
government was either directly or indl- 
rectly interested. It is not the contention 


of the government that Senator Burton 
used his influence for any matter that 
in itself is unlawful. The government 
contends that while complaints against 
the Rialto Grain ana Securities Comnany 
were being investigated by the postoffice 
department, and before any final aetion 
had been taken the Rfalto Grain and Se- 
curitias Company offered $500 a month 
to Senator Burton to take charge of {ts 
interests in tha investigation, and that 
five Installments of $500 each wera paid 
to and accepted by him.” 

Judge Chester H. Krum, leading coith- 
sel for the defense, followed. Te ad- 
mitted the employment of Senator Bur 
ton by the Rialto company. } : 

“The agreement was that 
Burton would he employed a 
counsel, and that his name 
used on the company’s literature ac a 
guarantee of its reputability,” sald Judes 
Krum. “It will be shown that. Senator 
Burton had Inserted sn the agreement in 
express language that he (Senator Bur- 
ton) was not to he required to represent 
the company before any department of 
the United States government in any 
capacity.”’ 

Simply an Attorney’s Fee. 

Continuing his statement, Judge Krum 
denied that any sums received by Sen- 
ator Burton from the Rialto company 
were compensations for any 
other than those mentioned 
ment as general counsel. 

Senator Burton did not g9° to the post- 
office department on the request of Major 
Hugh M. Dennis, president of the Rialto 
company, but {t was because Major Den- 
nis has receiyed, in an tndirect way, re- 
,ports that complaints had been made 
against the Rialto company, and re- 
quested Senator Burton simply to verify 
the report, and not to represent the 
company in any matter before the de- 
partment. 

“On. another occasion Senator Burton 
visited the postoffice department to in- 
quire regarding the standing of an al- 
leged postoffice inspector, who had ap- 
proached Major Dennis in St. Louls.

Washington, March 22.—The depart- 
ment of commerce and labor, through 
the bureau of corporations, Is making an 
investigation into the operations of the 
so-called ‘‘beef trust.’’ 

A part of the jnvestigation is being 
conducted in accordance with a resolu- 
tion passed by the house of representa- 
tives recently. The resolution, which was 
drafted by Representative Martin, of 
South Dakota, requested the déepartinent 
ofticials to ascertain if possible the cause 
of the differences in prices between beef 
on the hoof and dressed beef. 

It was pointed out that western stock- 
men believed that they were being dis- 
criminated against by the trust and that 
the markets of the country were being 
manipulated to their detriment. 

The pending investigation 1s being con- 
ducted by Commissioner Garfield, under 
the direction of Secretary Cortelyou. Be- 
yond that fact, practically nothing is ob- 
tainable. No statement has been issued 
by the department and none will be 
made. The scope and precise character 
of the inquiry are not known and the 
names of the agents who are operating 
in the field are not disclosed. Whether 
the results of the investigation are to be 
made public at its conalusion will de- 
pend entirely on President Roosevelt.

Berlin, March 22.—A missiOnary in 
southwest Africa has written to Tne 
Reichsbote, defending the Hereros against 
charges of maSsacreeing women @nd chil- 
dren and the indiscriminate slaughter of 
men. He gives the names of a number 
of women who had been reported killed, 
| put who are all alive, although the He- 
reros had opportunities to murder them. 
Native Christians, the missionary adds, 
essisted a number of women and children 
to reach the military stations safely. One 
native Elippas offered his oxen to carry 
the women and children into Okahandja. 

A missionary named Brockmann went on 
foot, with women and children unharmed 
through the hostile HereroOs to Okahandja, 
and one German unmarried woman, who 
fied to Otjimingue through the warlike 
Hereros arrived unharmed. 

The missionary who wrote to The 
Reichsbote also related a case in which 


two of whom were traders, and had a 
reputation for oppTressing natives, and the 
third, named Martens, who a year ago 
traveled through Hereoland seeking a spot 
to establish a farm, who gave the natives 
the impression of being fair minded and 
who maintained pleasant relations witn 
them. Hostile Hereros came to the mis- 
sionary’s house and seized and shot the 
two traders, but they spared Martens. 
The missionary further asserted that 
the Hereros rebelled partly through the 
crpressions of the traders, partly owing 
to the cruelties of the Germans, and pare 
ly on account of the disregard of Ger- 
mans for the sacredness of the marital] 
relations of the natives. The instruments 
of punishment used included rhinoceros 
whips, twenty-five strokes from which 
leaves the native bleeding and half dead.

Shanghal, March 22.—A proclamation of 
the rebel leader, Yuan, who at the head

ANKRUPT MOVE 
AGAINST SULLY 


Petition Has Been Filed by 
Three Creditors, 


The Three Creditors Who Have Acted 
Hepresent Over $500,000—Sully 
Refuses To Make Any ‘ 
Statement Regarding 
the Matter. 


New York, March 22.—An !nvoluntary 
petition in bankruptcy was filed today 
in the United States district court against 
the firm of Daniel J. Sully & Co,, cem- 
posed of Daniel J. Sully, Samuel F. B. 
Morse, W. R. Fagin ang Edwin Hadley, 
Jr., by three creditors. The latter, S. 
M. Wells & Co., having a claim amount- 
ing, it is alleged, to a sum in excess of 
$250,000; J. Femple Gwathmey & Co., 
whose claim is in excess of $170,000, and 
Shearson, Hamill & Co., with a ciaim in 
excess of $100,000, alleged that the firm 
of Sully & Co., also purchased cotton 
from them the price to be due and deter- 
mined March !9 under the rules of the 
cotton exchamge. On that date the pe- 
tition states the firm of Sully & Co. 
notified the cotton exchange and the 
creditors in question of its [nability to 
meet outstanding contracts. The act.on 
the part of the firm constituting bank- 
ruptcy is given as the making of a gen- 
eral assignment on March 19. Judge 
Holt appointed as receivers David H. 
Miller and Henry W. Taft, fixing their 
bonds at $200,000. 

Taft Talks. 

Mr. Taft is a @i:ember of the flaw firm 
of Strong & Cadwallader. He is a 
brother of William H. Taft, secretary of 


war, 
“I know nothing about cotton and I 


don’t know Mr. Sully,” said Mr. Taft. ‘T 
understood that Judge Holt suggested 
that there be a lawyer appointed ag co- 
receiver and he then appointed. I can- 
not take any steps in the matter until 
I have received official nofice of my ap- 
pointment.”’ 

J. Temple Gwathmey, formerly presi- 
‘dent of the cotton exchange, a creditor 
of D. J. Sully & Co.; made the following 
statement: 

“The proceedings in bankruptcy were 
brought because it was thought it. was 
the best way to properly conserve all 
the efforts for the benefit of all the cred- 
itors and in no way need be considered 
a hostile step against Mr. Sully or his 
partners. The opportunity to make the 
proposition to settle is just as good now 
as it ever was.”’ 

D. J. Sully said this afternoon: 

‘It is too early for me to make a state- 
ment following the bankruptcy turn to 
affairs. I shall have to wait until I have 
a consultation with my attorneys. 

Mr. Shearson, a petitioner, said that 
an Official statement might be made later 
in the day on behalf of three petitioners. 
When asked if the suit were friendly or 
unfriendly, Mr. Shearson said: 

“Oh, I guess you'd . 0obetter call it 
friendly.”’ 

No Other Proposition. 

Creditors of Sully & Co. met late this 
afternoon in the office of the board of 
managers af the-egiton exchange to hear 
further reports from the committee of five 
appointed yesterday to receive from Mr. 
Sully his proposition for a settlement. 
When the committee reported that no ad- 
ditional proposition had been male by 
Sully, the creditors decided to adjourn 
without date. 

It is understood that if Mr. Sully has 
any other propositions to make they will 
be made through the receivers, who may 
call a meeting to submit such offer to 
the creditors. 

Mesxrs. Mill and Taft, the new fre- 
ceivers, took formal possession of the 
Sully office tonight. The doors of the ex- 
tensive suite of offices with one exception 
were sealed by the expert accountant 
who will, under the supervision of the 
receivers, go through the books and ac- 
counts.

POSTAL REPORT 
BEING PROBED 


Mad Congressmen Are Bent On 
belting Facts 


They Want To Know Who Had Their 
Names Included in the Report. 
Wynne and Waters Are 
Placed on the 
Stand. 


Washington, March 22—The M-Ca]l 
committee today continued its inves- 
tigation of the indictment of members of 
the house by the postoffice department. 
First Postmaster General Wynne, N. 8. 
Waters, superintendent of the salaries 
and allowance division, and Charles P. 
Granfield, assistant superintendent of 
that division, were before the commit- 
tee. Mr. Wynne was the first to be heard. 
After calling his attention to the printed 
list of names of congressmen in the spe- 
cial report, Chairman McCull asked Mr. 
Wynne what knowledge he had on his re- 
port. In reply Mr. Wynne said: 

“The first knowledge the committee on 
postoffices arid postroads had of the ex- 
istence of such a list was in a statement 
made by Mr. Waters before the com- 
mittee in explanation of appropriations 
for separating service, 

“When this serv:ce was reached in the 
hearing the chairman or some member 
of the committee asked Mr. Waters how 
many of the allowances had been dis- 
continued. 

“He said there had been about 900. My 
recollection {ts that another question 
asked was if there was anv list of these 
discontinued allowances, and he answer- 
ed that there was.” 

Names Eliminated. 

This Mr. Wynne said was on Jannu- 
ary I!. Mr. Wynne sald that the next 
time the list came to his attention was 
on January 25, when the postmaster 
general showed him a letter from Chair- 
man Overstreet. This letter was all the 
information communicated by the fourth 


assistant postmaster general with refer- 
™ 


ence to the allowances for cterk hire 
and leases which had been made by 
members of congress. The postmaster ~* 
general] instructed Mr, Wynne to procure 
the list. Mr. Waters was @ent for by 
Mr. Wynne. He produced the lst and 
Mr. Wynne said he noticed !¢ contained 
the names of senators, members of con- 
gress and others. 

“T called this to the attention of the 
postmaster general,” said Mr. Wynne, 
‘“‘and to mv statement that {it would not 
be right to couple the names of these 
gentlemen with Beavers and Machen. 
he agreed. The names were eliminated 
and the list sent to Mr. Overstreet with- 
out them.” . 

The postmaster general informed Mr. 
Wynne that this was not satisfactory, 
and Mr. Overstreet asked for detailed 
information. Acting under orders from 
the postmaster general, the preparation 
of the printed Hst was begun. As to 
making the record complete by copying 
each letter In every ense in full would 
make a large document, Mr. Wynne 
suggested to the postmaster general an 
abbreviated statement. This was assent- 
ed to, and when a number of the cases 
had been prepared they were submitted 
to the postmaster general, and by him 
to Mr. Overstreet. This was exactly 
what was wanted, he was told. 


Names of Members. 

The work was completed February 4, 
and trensmitted to Mr. Overstreet the 
next day. This list contained the names 
of members and was the Ist published .n 
the report. Mr. Wynne stated that he 
had nothing to do with that part of the 
report concerning leases; that when the 
request for the information ~ 1s received 
the letter was divided. That part of it 
which referred to clerk¢hire was given 
to him, and that part referring to leases 
to the fourth assistant. He had nothing 
to do with this part of the report. 

Mr. Bartlett asked if this Ist was 
originally prepared at the instance of the 
postoffice commiftee. 

Mr. Wynne answered that the list was 
not so prepared; it was In existence. He» 
added that Mr. Waters might answer 
that. 

Mr. Waters was then questioned. He !{s 
the successor of Mr. Beavers as chief 
of the salary and allowance division. He 
was asked by Mr. Bartlett about the 
history of the list. 

Mr. Waters said that on the Ist of 
November, 1903, the chief postoffice tn- 
spector, Mr. Cochran, sent for him and 
told him that on account of statements 
that would be made in the Bristow re- 
port he wanted to know how much work 
it would be to get up a Mst from the 
files of all matters relating to the re- 
ductions for separating allowances. 
He asked to have the statement 
show whether the allowance when 
made was excessive. Mr. Cochrar 
was told this would entafl a large amount 
of work. Mr. Cochran asked #4 {t was 
safe to say there were not a hundred 
such cases. The answer was that about 
seven hundred reductions had been made. 
Mr. Cochran sald if Mr. Waters did not 
want to “‘volunteer’’ the information he 
would have the fourth assistant post- 
master write a letter asking for the in- 
formation. Mr. Waters requested the let- 
ter. His recollection was that the letter 
was later received, although he put hs 
clerks at work to prepare the list at 
once. The# letter, however, is not on file 
in his papers, end he concluded it was 
never received, The list was prepared up 
to November 19. 


Wanted Hundred Cases. 

Mr. Richards, of Alabama, questioned 
Waters to know if the impression made 
on his mind by Mr. Cochran was that 
one hundred cases were wanted, where 
the members of congress were mention- 
ed. That was the impression, although 
Mr. Waters said Mr. Cochran was a 
fair man and he did not get the im- 
pression that he wanted “at least a 
hundred cases."’ This list included 700 
cases. 

Later on he said the ist did not bear 
a date. There was an addition made to 
it, on the request of the chie¢ inspector, 


» which run it up to 850 cases. Still an- 


other addition was made, and the chief 
inspector wanted to know if he was not 
about through. 

Mr. Waters repifed to him that the 
record was constantly accumulating. 
There was only one omission in the rec- 
ords at Prestonburg; Ky., wheré the files 
were in the hands of an inspector. He 
believed this list was substantially com- 
plete, and Mr. Waters said he was re- 
sponsible for its correctnes#. Offices, 
however, might be readjusted at any 
time. 

At the request of Mr, Bartlett, the | 


} 


origina] list was produced and retained 
by the committee. 

Mr. Bartlett went over the ground 
again with Mr, Waters to get his im- 
pression of the reason Inspector Cochran 
wanted the list in the first mstance, and 
. asked: 

“They wanted the HMst of names of 
congressmen and wanted you to state if 
it was safe to say there were one hun- 
dred such cases?”’ 

“That is my recollection.” 


“Did he give you any reason: 
“y inferred from the conversation that 


a statement had been made or he was 
called upon to make a statement about 
the number of such cases and he wanted 
to know if it was safe to pay it. I said 
that no one could tell without referring 


to each and every case.” 
“Prior to that time,’’ asserted Mr. Bart- 


lett, ‘‘a statement had been made public 
in which it had been stated that there 
was one hundred cases of that charac- 
ter.” 

Mr. Waters told of taking the uncom- 
pleted report to the Arlington hotel 
about 9:30 p. m., about January 30, to

COL. I. C. WADE URGES 
INCREASED STOCK RAISING 


ACKSONVILLE, Pla, March 22.— 
4 (Special.)—One of the most com- 

prehensive and notable addresses 
delivered before the meeting of the stock 
breeders’ convention which assembled 
here this morning was that of Colonel 
I. C. Wade, of Cornelia, Ga. 

He discussed atock raising in the 
south from the standpoint of the man 
who has made a success of this business 
in various localities in his native state 
and with the directness of one familiar 
with the fine points of the business. 

He said that stock raising was the 
highest type of agriculture as opposed 
tothe lowest type, the negro and the 
mule. It requires brain work and com- 
bined with Intelligent labor means 
wealth and brings increased home com- 
forts. He declared that there has been 
in three years a decrease of over 8,000,- 
000 beef cattle In the United States, and 
that choice steaks and roasts which are 
already costing 20 cents per pound in 
Atlanta, will before many years be acfu- 
ally bringing $1! per pound. He showed 
how the immense ranges of the west are 
curtatied by homesteaders, short supply 
of grass and lack of breeding cattle. 
However, he declared that $6,000,000,000 
is invested {in this business in the Unit- 
ted States, a larger sum than the manu- 
factures and railroads represent. 

In the temperate zone, he said, with 
its equable climate and our extra ex- 
ertion of brain and muscle, we need 
and health demands, beef.He showed that 
the abundance of native gasses, the vel- 
vet bean, cassava plant and cotton seed 
products of the south made {ft a favored 
section for cattle raising. He spoke of 
the distinctive forage and hay crops of 
the south, and of alfalfa and_ corn, 
which are to be found in both sections. 
He declared: 

South Can Beat West. 


“Alfalfa will grow all over Georgta. 
Near Athens, IT have known and seen 
harvested four tons per acre, an alfalfa 
field that has grown for ten or twelve 
years on land once worthless, and when 
turned over, raised for its first crop forty 
bushels of wheat to the acre. Of course, 
in south Georgia and Florida, the cane 
will provide feed for stock cattle 
through the winter, but I belleve I 
should always like a field of alfalfa any- 
way.

round at his command. 


How To Begin. 

‘Now a word as to ‘getting started,’ 
the bug-bear to so many. On account of 
almost alfof our territory beimg a tick 
seation, we cannot go at the introduction 
of improved live stock by importing from 
England, Canada or northern states, 
for this improvement {is the first step, 
after providing pastures. 

“There are two ways, both having 
been found feasible and notwithstanding 
the recent experiment at the Louls- 
iana station, under Dr. Stubbs, fn feed- 
ing northern steers immunized and mak- 
img a success of it, yet I prefer the 
slower way by a year at least for re- 
sults. 

“By buying the verv best beef bul! 
calves north of the quarantine line and 
having your experiment stations !noc- 
ulating them for the tick fever. I took 
this matter up with a number of our 
state experiment stations several years 
ago and al) cheerfully assented to the 
plan. Then, with these young things, 
none older than yearlings, calves bet- 
ter, I would buy all the cattle I could 
care for. Try and select the beef types 
as far as possiblé, fleshy low-legged kind. 
These, in a few years, will give you the 
cattle you want. You can, with a Iittle 
care, make exchanges with your neigh- 
bors for the bulls he has been using, 
So as not to Inter-breed too close¥. This 
interchange should be one of the main 
features to promulgate at this meeting. 


Addition of Advantages. 

“Incidentally, there are several stde 
lines to this stock improvement idea. 
The first and greatest f!s the stoppage 
of land erosion. The views one gets 
whilst riding through our states from 
the window of his train are in many in- 
stances the exact opposite we would like 
to convey. Instead of pastures with our 
splendid bermuda grass, we see great 
ravines of red clay or white mud tha+ 
gives a shock to the intending immigrant 
that he will not recover from, but going 
home tells what he seeg and the bad al- 
ways travels the faster.

All Eyes on New York. 

In politics, as in everything else, it 
is the part of wisdom to recognize 
facts and make the most of them. 

The electoral vote of New York is

Rumors and Guesses. 

The war in the east is now several 
weeks old, and still an almost impen- 
etrable veil of mystery hangs over 
the movements of the forces that 
Japan has thrown into the fleld. All 
the news that has been sent out by 
the correspondents of the various 
newspapers seems to be pure guess 
work—all, that is to say, except the 
victories won by the Japanese navy. 
The Russian squadrons are apparent- 
ly not equal to the task of coping with 
their enemies, and all the Russian 
ships are now said to be cooped up in 
the harbor of Vladivostok, where they 
will remain until the weather gives 
the Japanese commander an opportu- 
nity to go in and destroy them. 

There are various rumors with re- 
spect to the movements of the land 
forces of the combatants, but noth- 
ing definite is kagwn. The censorship 
which Japan has imposed appears to 
be perfect. She has thrown large ar- 
mies into the field—that much is 
Known—but beyond thaf all is mys- 
tery. No doubt the correspondents who 
have been sent to represent the vari- 
ous newspapers of the world are ir- 
ritated beyond measure because they 
have not been allowed to accompany 
the army in its movements toward its 
objective point. They feel no doubt 
that they are the victims of unneces- 
sary and oppressive rules and regu- 
lations. Especially must this be the 
feeling of the correspondents repre- 
senting American newspapers. These 
enterprising and alert journalists are 
unaccustomed to a censorship so se- 
vere and impartial; they have hereto- 
fore been able to discover leaks that 
would give them an opportunity to 
keep their readers measurably well in- 
formed of the progress of events; but 
in the Far East all is different. They 
can discover no way to send the news, 
and if they could they have no news 
to send. They are as much in the 
dark as anybody, for they have been 
refused permission to go to the front 
until all of Japan’s strategical move- 
ments have been completed and every 
thing is ready for a decisive blow, 
which may be either a victory or a de- 
feat. 

Thus far all the news of the land op- 
erations has come from Russian 
sources, and it amounts to nothing 
more than wild rumors and congealed 
suspicion. At any rate, none of it is 
trustworthy. The recent announce- 
ment of a battle and the capture of 
1,800 Japanese troops turns out to 
be an unfounded rumor; at the most 
it was an invention intended to influ- 
ence the public in St. Petersburg. The 


 Suterested reader will have to make

| due allowances for the news from both 


sides, for it is an instinct of human 
nature that each of the opposing 
forces should desire to save its face, as 
they say in China. 

The war thus far has not been with- 
out its humorous developments, and 
with these may be numbered the per- 
sistent efforts of Russia to create prej- 
udice against the Japanese, First there 
was the charge that international: law 
had been violated. This disposed of, 
there was the charge of poisoned 
shells, followed by the declaration that 
China was about to violate the obliga- 
tions of neutrality. There have 
been at least a dozen other, groundless 
charges, which are now capped off by 
the latest charge that China and Korea 
are now actively allied with Japan. 

Meanwhile, the time is rapidly ap- 
proaching when we shall hear some- 
thing definite from the opposing 
forces. It may be nothing but a 
skirmish, but the prospects are that it 
will be a ‘bloody and hard-fought en- 
gagement.

American Sympathy and the Rus- 
sians. 

The Russian government seems to 
be somewhat better satisfied since 
the official announcement of Ameri- 
can neutrality, but the Russian states- 
men and editors continue to be puz- 
zled at the unanimity of the popular 
sympathy in this country for Japan. 
Have not the Russians, they ask, al- 
ways been the friends of the United 
States? Is not Russia Christian and 
Japan pagan? They cannot understand 
the situation at all, and their surprise 
takes the shape of grieved indigna- 
tion. 

We have already referred to this 
matter, but it continues to be a very 
interesting subject of discussion. So 
far as the Russian people are concern- 
ed, the peasant masses who are not 
allowed to think for themselves, and 
the more intelligent, who cannot ex- 
press their opinions without laying 
themselves liable to exile or impris- 
onment, they now have, as they long 
have had, the sympathy and compas- 
sion of the whole people of the United 
States. If anything could be done in 
this quarter to lighten their burdens 
and decrease their sufferings it would 
be gladly done. If any pressure from 
this government were calculated to 
impreve the condition of the Russian 
masses and lift them to higher levels, 
that pressure would surely be brought. 
But when it comes to the Russian gov- 
ernment proper, with its autocratic 
methods ayd its high-handed way of 
dealing with all who have, under prov- 
idence, been committed to its care, we 
need not say that it is very far from 
possessing the sympathies of the peo- 
ple of the United States. 

Our people have never forgotten 
some of the revelations made by the 
Russians themselves, and the horrors 
of Siberia, with its helpless exiles, are 
fresh in their memories. There is the 
fate of the Finns to be added to the 
list of Russia’s outrageous dealings 
with those who are helpless. The Rus- 
sian masses are Christians without 
doubt; but for their. religion they 
would long ago have sunk under the 
continued oppressions of a tyrannical 
government. The Russian rulers claim 
to be Christians, but this claim is not 
confirmed by the methods they em- 
ploy. Always and everywhere Chris- 
tianity is to be judged by its fruits. 
Measured by the standards of Chris- 
tianity, the Russian rulers are worse 
than pagans and barbarians. 

Take theirattitude toward the Jews 
—we are not referring now to recent 
massacres of that unfortunate race, 
though these are said to have been 
brought about by the connivance of 
government officials—and see how it 
measures up to the professions of 
Christianity. The Russian Jews, judg- 
ing by the specimens that have taken 
refuge on these shores, are the most 
helpless part of the population. They 
arrive here objects of charity, and 
though they are promptly relieved by 
their race in America, nevertheless, 
the spectacle they present is enough 
to freeze whatever sympathy we may 
have had for Russia. 

But this fs not all. The Jews of 
other countries, no matter how en- 
lightened or how wealthy they may 
be, are not allowed to travel in Russta 
save by special permission of the Rus- 
sian government. The laws exclude 
from Russian territory all people of 
Jewish faith, and those who enter that 
country without special permission do 
so at their own peril. Even if a Jew 
be an American citizen, that fact is of 
no avail. This is not only humiliating 
to our own government, which aims 
to extend its protection to American 
citizens even in pagan regions, but the 
state department is obliged to warn 
American Jews that even the special 
permission it is sometimes able to se- 
cure is no bar to ill-treatment and in- 
sult, once the Russian border is 
crossed. 

Moreover, Russia deliberately vio- 
lates and ignores her treaty obliga- 
tions to this country by her attitude 
toward Anjerican citizens who are 
Jews, just as she has deliberately vio- 
lated her pledges with respect to Man- 
churia. If her government desires or 
expects to win American sympathies 
she must get in line with civilization, 
as Japan has done.

Pure Food Legislation. 

The action of the senate committee 
on manufactures in substituting the 
McCumber pure food bill for the 
Hepburn bill, whigh recently passed 
the lower house, is exciting some 
comment, 

It is explained as the ason for 
the committee’s action that the Mc- 
Cumber bill is lese inimical to the le- 
gitimate interests of the manufactur- 
ers than the Hepburn bill, particularly 
as regards the clause in the latter 


[which makes it the “duty” of the sec- 
retary of agriculture “to fix standards 
of food products when ‘advisable for 
the guidance of the officials charged 
with the admjnistration of food laws, 
and for the information of the courts, 
and to determine the wholesomeness 
or unwholesomeness of preservatives 
and other substances which are, or 
may be, added to food.” 

The Washington Times’ points out 
that it is a singular circumstance that 
the agricultural bill as passed by both 
houses contains a section to “enable” 
the secretary “to establish standards 
of purity of food products and to de- 
termine what are regarded as adulter- 
ations therein for the guidance of the 
officials of the various states and of 
the courts of justice, it appearing, 
therefore, to quote The Times, “that 
with a trifling difference of phraseol- 
ogy both houses of congress have au- 
thorized in another bill the very pro- 
cedure which the senate committee 
has thought it necessary, in the inter- 
est of manufacturers, to strike out of 
the pure food bill.” 

As is well known to readers of the 
press, the department of agriculture 
has for a year or more been conduct- 
ing extensive experiments and tests to 
determine the purity and effects on the 
human system of a variety of package 
and canned foods, and no little fun 
has been poked at Dr. Wiley’s “poison 
squad” by the paragraphers. By au- 
thority of this specific provision in 
last year’s agricultural appropriation 
bill the secretary of agriculture has 
been fixing a series of standards for 
food products and applying them to 
imports from foreign countries. Since 
the clause in the new agricultural bill 
gives him as much authority as he 
needs to fix similar standards and 
apply the same processes to domestic 
products, it would seem that the pas- 
sage of the McCumber bill will be a 
work of supererogation in this regard. 

The necessity of a proper degree of 
governmental surveillance over com- 
mercial foods may be doubted, but if 
the secretary of agriculture is vested 
with authority to perform this service 
in the interest of “pure food,” he 
should exercise it intelligently and 
conscientiously. 
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A Musical Festival for Atlanta. 

So much public interest has been 
aroused in things musical by the suc- 
cessful series of symphony concerts 
given by the Atlanta Orchestra Ass0- 
ciation that the association is encour- 
aged to believe that a grand musi- 
cal festival to be held in this city 
during several days in May would re- 
ceive the enthusiastic support of thou- 
sands of music lovers throughout this 
and surrounding states, 

It is proposed to hold a musical fes- 
tival in Atlanta on a scale never be- 
fore attempted in the south—a kind 
of saengerfest at which the best mu- 
sical talent will be heard in vocal and 
instrumental music, the programme 
to embrace all that is most attractive 
and artistic-in modern musical cul- 
ture. 

A meeting will be held today at 
the chamber of commerce, at which 
the proposed festival will be can- 
vassed and, if it is decided to carry 
out the project, the details will be con- 
sidered in a tenative way. 

Atlanta’s public spirit will most 
heartily indorse this movement and 


suggestion warrants the belief that 
the musical festival will be held and 
that it will prove so highly successful 
that it will become a permanent an- 
nual event in the musical develop- 
ment of the soutn. 

It must not. be understood that this 
movement is one in which only music 
lovers are interested. Such a festi- 
val as that proposed would result in 
bringing thousands of people to the 
city of Atlanta. To this extent the 
matter to be considered at the cham- 
ber of commerce meeting today ap- 
peals to every business house in At- 
lanta. 

The undertaking should, and no 
doubt will, receive the cordial support 
of the business men of Atlanta, and it 
is to be hoped that today’s meeting 
will demonstrate this interest in a 
manner that will give overwhelming 
assurance of the success of the move- 
ment. 
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Interesting Immigration Figures. 

Some highly interesting immigra- 
tion statistics covering a period of 
eighty-five years—practically the en- 
tire immigration record of the nation 
—are given in a recent issue of The 
Daily Consular Reports. From this 
official compilation we find that from 
1818 to 1903 the number of immi- 
grants entering the United States was 
21,265,723, or the equivalent of one- 
fourth of the population of the coun- 
try today. 

The analysis in detail is instructive. 
The United Kingdom, which fncludes 
the heavy Irish influx, represents 
32 per cent of the number and Ger- 
many 24 per cent. Austria-Hungary, 
\Italy, Russia and Poland furnished 21 
per cent, but in the single year of 
1903 these countries furnished 68 per 
cent of the total immigration for that 
year—a significant showing. 

Europe sent us 93 per cent of this 
immigration, the western hemisphere 
4.5 per cent, China and all other 
Asiatic, Oceanic and African countries 
2.5 per cent. 

The maximum immigration by na- 
tionalifies reached in any year was 
in 1853, when the Irish came to the 
number of 162,649 The next largest 
influx from Ireland was in 1888, total- 


ing 73,513. Last year we added but 


| 


the interest thus far aroused in the) 


35,300 Irish to our population. The 
English maximum was 82,394 in 1882; 
last year, 26,219. German immigra- 
tion has been astonishingly heavy. In 
1854 the enormous total of 215,009 
Germans landed on American shores, 
this record to be broken in 1882, when 
250,630 immigrants came from the 
German Fatherland. From 1866 to 
1873 the German immigration aver- 
aged 120,000 souls annually, and last 
year it was 40,086, the decline in the 
past decade having been marked. 
The Italian maximum was last year, 
when 230,622 sons and daughters of 
sunny Italy cast their fortunes in the 
land of the free. The Italians passed 
the 100,000 mark in 1900, and there is 
no telling how high a record they will 
yet make, as the hegira from south 
Italy and the Italian islands is now 
at the fullest flood. It will surprise 
many who do not know Russians as 
an immigrating people to learn that 
136,093 Russians came to the United 
States last year, while Austria-Hun- 
gary sent the enormous total ‘of 206,- 
011 in 1903. 

The immigration from the Scanda- 
navian peninsula and other parts of 
northern Europe, which is considered 
& more desirable class than that from 
southern Europe, is not longer much 
of a factor in making up statistics of 
the kind. 
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THE DISAPPOINTING NEGRO. 


(From The Chicago Chronicle.) 

There has been a wonderful reaction in 
this country with relation to human 
rights and human equality since the 
days when the emancipated slaves were 
clothed with citizenship and given the 
ballot. 

We now govern twice as many people 
in the Philippines as there were blacks 
in America at the close of the civil war 
without giving a thought to the curious 
place which they occupy in our system. 
Thirty-five years ago a large majority 
of the people of the northern states had 
no doubt that the negroes were entirely 
capable of self-government. Many be- 
lieved that they were capable of govern- 
ing white men. Some there were who 
were fanatical enough to believe that as 
matters stood at the south they were in 
some respects superior to the whites. It 
was believed that, at any rate, they were 
devoted to the republican party and to 
the union. Time has shown that they 
are not particularly mindful of either. 

No doubt if the blacks at the south had 
fulfilled expectaiong the attitude of the 
government and people toward the na- 
tives of the Phillppines would have been 
different. We accepted the Filipino as a 
subject rather than as an equal, because 
we had learned by experience at home 
that our own blacks were not of the 
stuff that freemen are made of. 

The men who dominated the reconstruc- 
tion period and by main strength elevated 
the negro as a race to a position for 
which he was never fitted would be 
amazed, if living today, to see him dis- 
franchised in many of the states where 
he is most numerous without so much 
as making a protest. 

Probably such a disillusionment, nation- 
al in its scope, never was witnessed any- 
where on earth before. It is not neces- 
Sary to recount the hopes that were cen- 
tered In the freeman by the enthusiasts 
who made him a citizen. He was expect- 
ed to take care of himself and of the po- 
litical party which, in the face of pro- 
tests and warnings, had clothed him with 
political rights. He diki neither. He did 
nothing for htmself and little for his 
party. ‘ 

Considering these things, it is neces- 
sary to ask why it is that in spite of this 
submissiveness there has grown up all 
over the country, in the north as well 
as in the south, a hostility to the color- 
ed race which in mumerous instances 
denies to it the protection of the laws. 
We not only disfranchise the negro and 
in effect reduce him to the position of a 
subject, but when angry we treat him 
in some respects like a wild animal or a 
mad dog and in cooler moments we un- 
dertake to justify our violence by plead- 
ing exasperation and prejudice. 

Some of the most ferocious mob at- 
tacks upon negroes, signifying by their 
fury the deep-seated and long-nourished 
wrath of the whites, have taken place in 
towns at the north where a generation 
ago the blacks were welcomed with sym- 
pathy and where fifty years ago the an- 
ti-slavery agitation had made practically 
the entire population strongly predis- 
posed in their favor. Can it be that in- 
timate acquaintance with the race serves 
only to intensify the natural antipathy 
of the white man and to’ reproduce in 
communities once negrophile all the 
wrath of the negrophobists? 

There is much in all this for blacks as 
well as whites to consider with such 
reason find patience as they can bring to 
the study of the problem. One thing is 
certain and that is that we are making 
no progress in the solution of the race 
question as it was bequeathed to us by 
the reconstructionists. We have more 
than undone all that they in their bDiind- 
ness, fanaticism and vengeance attempt- 
ed to do. We have not reenslaved the ne 
gro, but we have invaded rights con- 
ferred upon thim by the same authority 
that gave him freedom and guaranteed 
it. We have a subject race at home, and 
because we have a subject race at home 
we have lately acquired subject races 
abroad which it is manifestly our pur- 
pose to retain in subjection. 

We may read if we will in the records 
of ancient republics what happened as a 
result of this policy. It is a solemn and 
a tragic story. 

In the present temper of the people it 
would not be strange if the prejudice now 
manifested toward one race would in the 
course of time develop with relation to 
others. The old ideas of equality are 
held with less and less vigor in practi- 
cally every walk of life. From the high- 
est and most favored to the humblest 
and most wretched there is a disposition 
to single out some element, race or class 
for proscription. 

The pendulum swung too far in the 
days following the civil war. We must 
have a care that it does not go too far in 
the other direction now.

and certainly the one with whom we 


gtand the best chance of winning, pro-- 


viding we make no sacrifice of prinicples. 
It does not seem the south’s time yet, but 
that time will come.”’ 
Representative Small, of North Caro- 
lina, is strongly opposed to the south 
maintaining the merely negative attitude 
of acquiesence In the action of the dem- 
ocrats of some state or states which may 
be regarded doubtful, permitting them to 
mame the party's nominee, but holds that 
southern democrats should take an as- 
gertive and aggressive position in the 
present contest tn the interest of the 
right sort of a nominee, no matter where 
he may come from. At the same time 
he does not believe that the ume is ripe 
for a southern candidate. Speaking of 
the tendency of some southern democrats 
te let other states and other mections 
ghape the party's action, Mr. Small sald: 
‘The south should assert itself to a 
greater degree in the councils and fin the 
formation of the policy of the party. For 
one I think it fs time to stop the asser- 
tion that the democratic party of the 
south is willing for the nomination of 
any one for president provided only he 
can win. This is not the true criterion 
of success. I think we should abandon 
our modest attitude and that we should 
not hesitate to advance the name of any 
of the south’s prominent sons for either 
vice president or president. Certainly 
we are sufficiently in the union to pristify 
the remainder of ‘the country in trusting 
the southern people. The mere fact that 
we shall hold up our heads and assert 
our rights will tend to enhance the es- 


a 


timate which the remainder of the coun- 
try shall bear toward us. The south- 


ern wing of the party should assume itz 
proper place and decide upon a proper 
candidate for the presidency. Whether 
he comes from New York or from any 
other section will make no difference 
provided he ts a Tian or patriotism and 
capacity and courage, and possesses the 
confidence of the country.” 


The Man the Test. 

Which I take as an indorsement of my 
contention that the man, and not the 
place from which he hails, should be the 
supreme test. Of course the question of 
expediency must at all times enter into 
the considerations of the nominating and 
the preliminary conventions; but unless 
it can be shown that there are the 
strongest kind of reasons for the selec- 
tion of some particular man who resides 
in some one of the southern states, it 
would, it seems to me, be the best possti- 
ble policy for southern democrais to get 
back of some man of their own who is 
of unquestioned presidentia] size. They 
should certainly give practical evidence 
of their belief that the line should not 
be drawn against a man simply becayse 
he is a southerner—and especially should 
they insist that such a line be not drawn 
by their fellow democrats who would 
have no standing as a party in national 
affairs were it not for the representa- 
tion from the southern states. 

In my former correspondence I men- 
tioned Senator Bailey, of Texas, as a 
man who is a national figure, of un- 
questioned presidential size. ‘‘What a 
magnificent campaign he would make!” 
commented one of his associates in the 
senate who, however, believes the can- 
didate this year must come from the 
north. What a magnificent campaign in- 
deed. He would not only be a cam- 
paigner of whom his party would be 
proud, but he would be a platform in 
which the substantial interests of the 
country could place supreme confidence. 

My mention of Senator Bailey was in 
the nature of an illustration, just as was 
my mention in the same connection of 
John Sharp Williams. The democracy of 
the northern states can show no young 
men comparable with these. Men like 
this should not be made to feel that 
they have no right, simply because they 
are southerners, to aspffe to the prest- 
dential nomination at the hands of their 
party. It may be that it is too soon to 
expect the selection of a southern can- 
didate for the presidency, but it is cer- 
tainly not too soon to begin the agita- 
tion. 

A Lot of Bailey Sentiment. 

At the same time, there is a lot of 
Bailey sentiment On the democratic side 
of congress, and Some of the men who 
are talking of the possibility of his nom- 
ination think conditions may yet bring 
it about. Most of the men who are talk- 
ing of Senator Bailey in this connection 
are themselves favorable to the nomina- 
tion of Judge Parker; but they incline 
to the bellef that unless the New York 
convention instructs for Parker his boom 
will not last. According to their view of 
conditions in the party, Judge Parker's 
strength depends entirely upon his being 
named as the candidate of his state—and 
backed by an unanimous and instructed 
delegation, The contest now being waged 
between Senator Hill, as Judge Parker's 
manager, On the one hand, and Leader 
Murphy, of Tammany, and his allies on 
the other, is, therefore, being watched 
with deep interest here.

What General Grosvenor Said. 

In this connection the speech of Gen- 
eral Grosvenor, of Ohio, at Old Point 
Comfort, Saturday night, is being widely 
commented upon by southern men who 
heard it. A short excerpt from _ this 
speech was telegraphed The Constitution. 
The fuller report shows his words to 
have been: 


If I had any criticism of the south 
to offer it would be that the south is 
too humble, too slow to take its full 
place in the unfon. If there is any- 
thing that stands in the way of a 
complete restoration of kinship and 
fellowship and mutual trust and con- 
fidence, it is the abnegation of the 
south. In the north we put forward 
as our most conspicuous advocates 
and as our candidates for the highest 
places in the land the men who bore 
prominent part in that memorable 
conflict between the states. 

Why do you not put forward as your 
advocates, as your candidates for high 
places, the men who played the part 
of men in the southland’s cause? If 
the claim be true that there was jus- 
tice in the cause of the south—and I 
believe it {s true—why should you yet, 
after forty years, refuse to take your 
full place in the sisterhood of states? 
The north does not deny to you the 
place that is rightfully yours. You 
deny it to yourselves, 

You sit back and sav you must walt 
until New York makes up its mind 
whom it wants for president before 
you can make up your minds. Why 
should stou weit for New ‘York’? 
Haven't vou as good a right of choice 
as New York has? 

Why, I know men who wore the gray 
and gave their lowal allegiance to the 
cause they helleved was righf—there 
are such mén ifn this hall—who as 
the democratic candidate for president 
could poll as many votes tn the north 
as any man from New York or any 
other northern state. If the south !s 
kept from coming tnto its own, !t Is 
the south, and the south alone, that 
builds up the barriers. 

General Grosvenor’s epeech was enthusi-

JUDGE SWAYNE 


WORRIES THEM 


Senate Republicans Not Pleased 
by Impeachment Proceedings 


They Don’t Seem To Care So Much 
for Judge Swayne, but They 
Don’t Want To Be Kept in 
Washington During 

Summer. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, March 22.—(Special.)—The 
republican leaders of the senate are con- 
siderably worried over the probability that 
congress will be kept in session beyond 
the time they have expected because of 
the Swayne impeachment proceedings. 
The earliest possible adjournment has been 
the intention of the republican leaders. 
They have, in order to secure this, been 
pushing forward ‘the appropriation bills as 
rapidly as possible and have decided to 
sidetrack practically all other legisla- 
tion. Two inducements influenced this 
decision, one, political the other personal. 
They have deemed it wise to keep down 
legislation just before the presidential 
campaign and to cut off political debates 
by an early adjournment. Then, too, 
they want to get away from Washington. 
As a rule the republican senators, espe- 
Clally the leaders, want to go abroad dur- 
ing the summer and they are great stick- 
lers for their mersonal comfort, never 
letting the business of the government 
conflict with this when they can prevent. 
Hence their personal concern over the 
action of the house judiciary committee in 
ordering impeachment proceedings. 

Impeachtnent Almost Certain. 

It does not seem possible that the repub- 
licans of the house, In view of the prac- 
tically unanimous committee report, will 
dare oppose the adoption of the impeach- 
ment resolution which will carry the case 
immediately to the senate. Mr. Gillette, 
of California, will submit a minoriiy re- 
port, but it now seems probable that no 
other member of the committee will join 
him. His minority report from the sub- 
committee sounded very much like an 
effort to secure division upon party lines 
in the interest of Judge Swayne, putting 
the republicans in the attitude of defend- 
ing him, but it failed to make an impres- 
sion, the majority of the committee siding 
with Mr Palmer and Mr. Clayton who con- 
tended that there was sufficient in the 
charges to warrant impeachment proceed- 
ings. Chairman Jenkins and almost all 
the other republicans have agreed with 
Messrs. Palmer and Clayton, so it is 
taken for granted that the house wil) in- 
dorse the majority report, and that mat- 
ter will be formally presented to the sen- 
ate which is the court constituted by the 
constitution to conduct the ‘trial. 


May Postpone Trial. 

In the natura order of things, such a 
trial] may be expected to consume a month 
Or perhaps six weeks. The general under- 
Standing is that once the matter is for- 
mally presented to the senate that body 
wil] have to proceed at once with the 
trial, bul ‘the republican leaders in their 
anxiety to sccure early adjournment wele 
this afternoon discusing a plan for the 
erraignment of Judge Swayne before the 
bar of the senate, and then adjourning on 
the plea that he should have an abund- 
ance of time to prepare hig case. Some 
time would be necessary for the accused 
to make preparations for the trial, and 
this plan, it is thought, may work out, 
in such a way as ‘to permit the senate to 
adjourn at the time generally agreed 
upon. The only difficulty that is involved 
in this plan is the fact of the shortness 
of the next session of congress. 

The rule provides that if the accused, af- 
ter the service of notice, shal] fail to ap- 
pear either in person or by attorney on 
the day fixed for the trial, and shall faii 
to file his answer to articles of impeach- 
ment, the trial shall proceed as upon the 
plea of not guilty. If a plea of guilty 
should be entered judgment may be en- 
tered without further proceedings. The 
trial, of cOurse, would be conducted in 
the senate chamber, where the accused, 
wiih his attorneys would present himself 
enc where the house committee would be 
in the nature of prosecuting attorneys. 
Witnesses would be sworn and put on 
the stand in the senate chamber. 

These proceedings would all be in pub 
lic. ‘There is no reason, however, why 
legislative business should not be con- 
ducted during the period of the trial.

Exposition Moves Forward, 


A hint tto the effect that it is too late 
for Atlanta to attempt to withdraw froin 
its contract with the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition Company, was contained in a 
telegram which was received yesterday by 
Mayor E, P. Howell from President David 
R. Francis, of the exposition company. 

The telegram from the head of the ex- 
rosition company announces that the con- 
tract for the Atlanta depot building in 
the Model City of the exposition, will be 
let today, and that a duplicate of it has 
already been forwarded to Atlanta, 

The message from President Francis 
was in reply to one from Mayor Howell, 
in which the Atlanta official stated ‘that 
the local authorities were becoming rest- 
less because of the fact that no message 
had been received from the exposition 
company since February 26. 

The telegram from Mayor Howell ‘to 
President Francis was sent immediately 
after the session of counci] last Monday 
afternoon. It follows: 

“Atlanta, Ga., March 24, 1904. 

‘Hon. David R. Francis, President Lou. 
isigna Purchase Exposition, St. Louis, Mo. 

‘Have heard nothing from you since tel- 
egram of February 26. Authorities here 
are getting restless. Has any work been 
done on the Atlanta building, and what is 
the status of the matter? Please answer, 

“EVAN P. HOWELL, Mayor.”’ 

To this telegram President Francis re- 
plied Monday night at 8 o'clock, but the 
message was not received by Mayor How- 
eli until yesterday. The reply of the ex- 
rcsition president follows: 

“St. Louis, Mo., March 21, 1904. 

“Hon. Evan P. Howell, Mayor of At- 
lanta, Ga. 

‘Atlanta station be let Wednesday. 
Specifications were all rewriiten and have 
been in hands of the contractors several] 
days.

New York, March 22.—In an address be 
fore students of the college of the city 
of New York, W. H. Truesdell, president 
of the Delaware, Lackawanna and West-

ATLANTA MAY 
TAKE CONTROL 


Many Want City Te Take 
Charge of Park Build- 
ings. 


The seniment Tn favor of the purchase 
pf the exposition buildings at Piedmont 


park has grown apace and a number of 
councilmen have been approached by 
merchants and leading citizens asking 
them to uSe their influence in saving the 
buildings. While it hag been decided not 
to hold a fair this coming fall, the mat- 
ter of the horse show is still In doubt. 
If the buildings are torn down.ana sold 
to meet the $2,500 claim standing against 
the Southern Interstate Fair Associa- 
tion, there will be practically no build- 
ing in which to hold the horse show and 
it will either have to be held in the open 
air or the plan entirely abandoned. 

Bids on the buildings will close next 
Monday and if the city does not decide 
to purchase the big structures it is very 
probable that they will be torn down and 
the lumber sold for the satisfaction of 
the claims. A movement has been start- 
ed to have the city secure the buildings 
by paying $2,500 and renting the park 
for use by the city for celebrations, and 
fs a parade ground for the military and 
police. 

It id belleved that the rent of the 
grounds will be more than met by the 
proceeds derived from subletting ‘them 
for baseball, football, bicycle races and 
other forms of amusement. The rental 
paid by Abner Powell amounts to $450 
thfés year and $600 the next year. After 
that the present lense expires and the 
rent will be much greater. The reason 
for its being so low at present is on ac- 
count of the large amount of money 
epent by Mr. Powel] and his predeces- 
Bor in putting up a grand etand and 
fitting up the grounds. After the expira- 
tion of the present lease the terms will 
be far in advance of thoSe at present. 

Some years as high as $2,000 has been 
derived from bicycle races alone, the con- 
tract for rental being a percentage of 
the gross receipts, 

There are 185 acres In the park now 
owned by the ‘Piedmont Exposition Com- 
pany. The buildings are owned by the 
Southern Interstate Fair Assoclation and 
were purchased from the Atlanta Expo- 
sition Park Company in !90! for $15,- 
000. Five fairs have been given and four 
horse shows and the most conservative 
estimaté of the amount of money brought 
into Atlanta through these means is 
placed at $2,600,000. While the associa- 
tlon has never declared a dividend, i{t 
has been able to meet its obligations un- 
til the last year and the merchants of 
Atlanta have realized profits that they

BY U. S. COURTS 


One Sent to Prison and the 
’ Others Are En- 
joined. 


Chairman Joseph Richardson, the local 
representative of the Railway Ticket Pro- 
tective Bureau, is in receipt of tele- 
graphic advice from St. Louis stating 
that United States Federal Judge Thay- 
esr, of that city, on Saturday last over- 
ruled the demurrer of St. Louis scalpery 
to injunction proceedings on all forms 
ef signature tickets, the judge delivering 


@ strong opinion on the rights of rail- 
roads to enforce validity of contracts on 
non-transferable tickets. 

This is the first op:nion in injunction 
proceedings in which the federal courts 
have conceded the right to enjoin all 
scaipérs from dealing in all forms of 
non-transferabie tickets, and consid- 
ered by railroad officials as very far- 
reaching in its effect. 

Telegraphic advices have also been re-

AFGHANISTAN AMEER 
SLAIN BY POISONERS 


He Was Son of Slave Woman, 
But Was a Strong 
Ruler, 


Bt. Petersbirg, March 22.—A dispatch 
received from Ashkabad (the capital of 
the Russian Trans-Caspian territory), 
gays a rumor is current there that the 


ameer of Afghanistan has been pol- 


soned. 

Habibullah Khan, the ameer of Af- 
ghanistan, was born in 1872 and suc- 
ceeded to the throne on the death of his 
father, Abdur Rahman Khan, October 1}, 
1901. 

During the lifetime of Abdur Rahman, 
there was continual plotting against 
Habibullah by the Sultana Halina, the 
principal queen. She naturally wished 
her own son, a little boy named Ma- 
homed Omar Jan, to become king; and 
she had a very powerful following, as she 
was the ameer’s favorite wife. 

She is a woman of royal blood, and 
thought that her son had a superior claim 
to the throne, Habibullah’'s mother hav- 
ing been simply the handmaiden of one 
of the other queens. This queen had no 
children, so, following an immemoriai 
eustom for the east, she said to Abdur 
Rahman, as Sarai said to Abraham, “Go 
in unto my maid, that I may have chil- 
dren by her.” 

By Oriental custom, Habibullah was 
reckoned as the son of the queen, not 
as the son of the slave girl; but naturally 
Mahomed Omar Jan’s mother insisted on 
regarding him in the latter light. 

She is a remarkable woman. Once, In 
her youth, a revolt broke out In Kabul 
while tho ameer was away. She left the 
harem, dressed herself as a soldier, put 
herself at thé head of the loyal troops, 
and led the chafge which won the day. 
When the ameer hurried back, he found 
that she had hanged the principal rebels,

Exact Number Unknown. 

Commissioner Ware submitted a lost of 
870,00 Known surviving soldiers of the 
civil war, of whom 615,000 are more than 
62 years old. In another communication 
he estimated that of this number 19!,- 
000 are not now on the pension rolls and 
would become beneficiaries under the re- 
cent order.

BRISTOW FINDS 
FRIEND IN MOON 


Tennessee Democrat Defends 
the Man Who Has Stirred 
Congress. 


Wshington, March 22.—Outside of a 
few routine matters, the house of repre- 
Sentatives devoted the entire day to 
further discussion of the postoffice ap- 
propriation bill, but disposed of only one 
page of the bill. 

Mr. Butler, of Pennsylvania, endeavor- 
ed unsuccessfully to have passed an 
amendment designed to transfer back to 
the office of the first assistant postmaster 
§eneral jurisdiction of the free delivery 
and rural delivery services, which caused 
Mr. Moon, of Tennessee, the ranking 
minority member of the committee, to 
fiminister a rebuke to those members 
who are trying to take from the fourth 
assistant certain duties given to him un- 
der the law. He sa:d there was a motive 
behind it all, and that certain mem- 
bers, chafing under the recent report 
of the department, are seeking to pun- 
ish Pristow for discovering frauds in an- 
other bureau of the department. 

It was, he said, not the time to do 
this. ‘‘Why,’’ he asked, “‘should we place 
the control of these things back under 
a discred:ited bureau of the government? 
Why take it from the bureau that has 
brought about the prosecutions of these 
wrongs?” In a sarcastic vein, he in- 
quired: ‘‘Have you such feeling toward 
Dristow because he has discharged his 
duty, that you propose to violate all 
precedent and take from the postmaster 
general the discretion g.ven him?’’ He 
said certain members were chafing under 
the recent postoffice department report, 
and added: “I think the house ought to 
stand by Bristow just a little while 
longer.’’ His remarks were greeted with 
appiause. The Butler amendment was de- 
feated. 

An amendment by Mr. Tawney, of 
Minnesota, which was agreed to, pro- 
hibits the postmaster general from or- 
dermg out of postoffices telephone com- 
panies other than the Bell company. 

An amendment by C. B. Landis, of 
Indiana, prohibiting the further rental of 
canceling machines, was adopted after a 
spirited debate. 

Mr. Babcock (rep.), of Wisconsin, ris 
ing to a questson of privilege, denied 
having shipped large quantities of docu- 
ments at the weighing period in the 
interest of the railroads. He said the 
documents had been sent out in ,the 
course of ordinary bus.ness, and that he 
knew nothing about the official weigh- 
ing. 

ae Babcok was interrupted iu the 
course of his remarks by Mr. Tawney, 
who inquired if there was any member 
of the house who knew when the weigh- 
ing took piace, and if ;t was not a mat- 
ter entirely secret with the department.

Mississippi Legislature Adjourned 
Yesterday After Session of Near- 
ly Three Months—Bitter Fight 
Over Merger Bill Filled 
Last Hours.

The Mississippi jegislature adjourned sine 


die shortly after tne noon hour, 

The closing session was enlivened by 
a bitter fight over the-celebrated mer- 
ger bill, authorizing the consolidation of 
the Mobile and Ohio and Southern rail- 
ways. 

The measure was signed by the presid- 
ing officers of both bodies and sent tu 
the governor, despite the point of order 
raised in the house that no quorum was 
present and that the measure was il- 
legally before the body. 

In the senate the point of no quorum 
was raised and Mr. Croom protested 
against the signature of the bill by the 
lieutenant governor on tha ground that 
the noon hour had passed and the legis- 
laturé was no longer in session. 

Governor Vardaman has announced to 


the attorneys of the Mobile and Ohlo and 


the Southern railway that he will not 
act on the bil) until the next legislature 
convenes. In other words, it will be two 
years until it is known whether or not 
the merger bill is to become a law. The 
governor has three days after the next 
legjslature convenes in which to make 
disposition of the bill. He has been 
deluged with legal opinions pro and con 
concerning the measure, and some of the 
ablest constitutional lawyers in the state 
have informed him that the act is not 
contrary to the provisions of the con- 
stitution, while others made the opposite 
contention. 

Eight important bills which could not be 
signed by. the governor before the two 
houses adjourned are left pending, and 
cannot become law until two years 
hence. 

During its session of nearly three 
months the legislature made appropria- 
tions aggregating over $6,000,000.

In the section 20 
miles north of Little Rock great destruc- 
tion of property is reported, but wires are 
down and it cannot be learned whether 
there was altiy loss of life. The storm did 
much damage to property in this city.

which has received the approval] of four 
justices of the supreme court of the 
United States, in the suit brought by 
the United States against the rrght of the 
company to hold and vote the shares.

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JUVENILE COURT 
FINDS. FRIENDS 


Hew Interest Aroused in the Pro- 
posed Probation System, 


‘Purpose of Law Seems To Have Been 
Misunderstood—Councilman Am- 
orous’ Speech in Opposition. 
Ordinance Is Printed in 
Full This Morning. 


Few movements for reforms and im- 
provements in Atlanta have aroused so 
much interest as the splendid movement 
that is now in progress for the creating 
of a children’s court in Atlanta and for 
the trial of the probation syst®m upon 
offenders under the age of I5 years. 

The picture of the eight Httle fellows 
who are janguishing in the Tower be- 
cause there is no law which permits the 
court officials to give them another 
chance to make men of themselves, 
which was reproduced m The Constitu- 
tion yesterday morning, touched the 
chord of sympathy in the public heart. 

One of the principal speeches in oppo- 
sition to the movement which would send 
back to their mothers the youthful of- 
fenders instead of sending them to the 
stockade or the reformatory was made 
by Counc.iman Martin F. Amorous, of 
the sixth ward, He opposed the measure 
on grounds which he made clear, as fol- 
lows: 

Amorous’ Speech. 
“This measure is a great big proposi- 


tion, and covers more than appears on 


its face. To perfect and carry out the 
system proposed it is necesSary to have 
a judge and clerk of court, an advisory 
officer or probation officers, and special 
policemen for juveniles only; four par- 
ental schools, one for white boys, one 
for white girls, one for negro boys and 
one for negro girls; also four reformato- 
ries, one for white boys, one for white 
girls, one for negro boys and one for ne- 
ero girls. ‘These will provide the ma- 
chinery of the law to properly run the 
Dusiness. . ' 

Mr. Amorous’ Objections. 

“T> be as brief as possible, the custom 
is that the first offense and arrest the 
He is registered 
in the court. He is lectured and re- 
quired to report to the probation officer 
every Friday. He is a ticket-of-leave 
boy: he is a marked little man. 

“A second offense and he is taken away 
from his school and sent to fhe parental 
sshool, where they can see him dally. 

“A third offense, to play hookey, and he 
is sent to the reformatory. 

“In other words, this measure provides 
for the city control and maintenance of 
the children of this city; takes them 
from their parents; takes them from 
whom God has preévided to care for them, 
and puts them in the hands of city em- 
ployees to make of them the Lord only 
knows what. 

‘In the language of a distinguTfshed 
American, I tell my sons there are onlv 
four kinds of boys—long boys and short 
boys, and thin boys and fat boys; and 
those are all the kinds of boys there are. 

“When I was a boy I went.with 4! 
sorts of boys, and I was one of all sorts. 

“Did any of you ever slip under a cir- 
cus tent, or throw rocks. or shoot flips. 
or have fisticuffs, or hook grocers’ bar- 
rels for Christmas’ bonfires, or play 
hookey from school, or climb somebody's 
fence and pull peaches or apples in reach, 
or tile a tin can to a goat’s or dog’s tail, 
or put a brick under a hat, or ring door 
bells on April fool night, or play or 
shoot marbles on the street, or get into 
a watermelon patch and hook melons? 
AM these are crimes, but show me a boy 
that did not play pranks and T will show 
you a man that is not worth killing. 

“Just think about it a moment. Build 
your parental Schools and your reform- 
atories, establish your juvenile court With 
its judges and advisory and probation 
Officials, and give them twelve or fif- 
teen special officers with the distinctive 
duty to hunt up Dboys doing any of the 
thousand pranks that might originate 
in the mind of any active Atlanta boy, 
and the mothers of Atlanta-will be kept 
busy running to,the station house to find 
their boys. 

“IT am frank to say that were there 
such an institution as a juvenile court 
during my boyhood I would have been 
in hock two hundred times a year. 

“Weare told that it is better that one 
hundred gullty should escape rather than 
punish one that is innocent. Put in your 
court and let your officers swarm over 
this city and it will be dangerous for 
a boy to go On the streets. No one wil) 
escape. The officers will be hired to feed 
the reformatory. The boy that is bare- 
foot and with one ‘gallus’ to hold up 
his pants will be picked up at once as a 
proper subject for the reformatory. 

“Follow me. In my neighborhood Is a 
widow with two small sons. The eldest, 
about twelve, is the companion of my 
sQn. I encourage my boy to go with 
him, as I consider him a boy of good 
parts; yet these two boys violate the 
laws daily. Whose boys will these offi- 
cers arrest, the councilman’s or the 
widow's? WIll they arrest the police 
commisSioner’s boy or the son of the 
shop mechanic? Will they arrest the 
mayor's son or the son of the street car 
conductor? 


Officers Would Discriminate. 


“My attention was called to this pro- 
posed law in a feeling way by a 
Street car conductor who said for God's 
sake, Mr. Amorous, don't let\ them pass 
a law that will take my children from 
my control. I have to work fourteen 
hours a day. I can't follow my children 
all day long, and I can't tle them in 
the house, but if that law is passed God 
help them and me. 

“Yes, sir, they would run in the bare- 
foot boy, and yet history tells us that 
every president elected by the people was 
at one time a barefoot boy, and every 
one as a child worked for his bread. 

“It is the very freedom of the Amer- 
ican boy that has made this nation great. 
The future councilman, the future mayor 
and the future governor are most Hkely 
barefoot boys today. Our city has grown 
great through the efforts of its men. 
Every one of your prominent men came 
from barefoot bege; and if in their boy- 
hood there had been-a juvenile court not 
| per cant of them would not have been 
in the reformatwury, 

“We are told that Atlanta should have 
this court because New York has it and 


the paid officials of these courts say it 


is a 
shoul 


ood thing. God forbid that Atlanta 

follow New York in relation to 
children. Why, it is a crime for married 
People to have children in New York, 
and I suppose for those who have been 
so unfortunate as to have children they 


| have provided the juvenile court and re- 


formatories to get rid of them. They 
won't rent a house to a couple with a 
child. A Mr. and Mrs. Jemison recently 
moved from this city to New York. They 
have one child and they were refused 
rooms after rooms because of having 
one little girl. I am told of another cou- 
ple that found a flat to rent, and when 
shown through by the proprietor were 
satisfied with the house and the price, 
and proposed to close the lease. The 
proprietor asked if they had any chil- 
dren. They said yes, and he promptly 
told them they could not get it. But, re- 
plied the man, our children are all grown 
up, married and don’t live with us. Can’t 
help it, says the owner, if you ever 
had any children we don't want you in 
the house. 

“TY recently spoke to a minister who, I 
saw in the papers, was in favor of this 
court.

Think, gentlemen, of its far-reach- 
ing effects; of the powerful arm of the

“If the advocates of this measure have 
any children, and they desire to get rid 
of them, and want the state to maintain 
and rear them, let them go to the cities 
they say are so beautifully caring for 
the children in their magnificent. reform- 
atories. I am inclined to think, however 
that if these advocates have anv chil- 
dren of their own, they don’t: mean to 
have them subject to this measure. They 
Only want it for the other fellow’s chil- 
dren.

The Probation Ordinance. 

Because of the misunderstanding {n 
many quarters of the intentions of the 
ordinance which seeks to establish the 
probation system in “‘Atfanta, The Con- 
stitution th.'s morning reprints it in full. 

In a word, the measure does not create 
a new job for any one; it does not 
establish new reformatories, nor does it 
cause the arrest of more children than 
are now being arrested. 

The intention of the ordinance ts sim- 
Ply this: At present, after conviction by 
the recorder, boys are either sent to 
the stockade or are sent to jail to await 
the trial that will send them to the re- 
formatory. Under the new ordinance this 
is done away with. The boys are not 
sent to the reformatory. They are not 
sent to jail. They are sent back to their 
homes and to their mothers for corrac- 
tion. They are s-mply given another 
chance. 

Atlanta is ten years behind other cities 
in this matter. Other municipalities have 
already put the probation system for 
juveniles in Operation and declare that 
it is a splendid system. 

They have inaugurated the probation 
system for juven.les, and are now estab- 
lishing a probation system for first of- 
fenders, of whatever age. 

The probation ordinance, which was 
adopted by a vote of 10 to 9 last Mon- 
day afternoon by counc.l, was held up 
for two weeks by notice of a motion to 
reconsider given by Councilmen Amorous 
and Carter. 

The measure is headed “An ordinance 
regulating the arrest, detention and dis- 
position of the cases against minors un- 
der the age of fifteen.’’ 

The ondjnance in full is as follows; 

“Be it @aaThe By the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta, as 
follows: 

“1, That from and after February I, 
1904, the recorder, or other authorized 
officer sitting as recorder pro tem., shall 
hold sesssiong of said court for the trial] 
of offenses committed by or charged

The convention proper was often mark- 
ed by scenes that threatened further trou- 
ble, but harmony was eventually secured. 

The result of the election of delegates 
is regarded as a decisive victory for 
Chairman yon, who also received the in- 
dorsement for national committeeman 
from the state. The resolutions commend 
the national administration and instruct 
the delegates to vote for Roosevelt's re- 
nomination.

PLAYERS SELL 
FOR BIG PRICES 


Many Big Transactions Have 
Been Made in Base- 
ball, 


The recent sale of Jack Powell by the 
St. Louis American team to the New York 
Americans puts before the public clearly 
the value of a good baseball player from 
a@ financial] standpoint. 

There have beef many sales of baseball 
players in the history of the game and 
players become more valuable every year 
as the interest in the game increases and 
the attendance becomes larger. 

To the New York team a good player 
ig worth far more than any amount of 
money, owing to the fact that this team 
has a strong and vigorous opponent in 
New York and needs to be as strong as 
the American league can make it to draw 
the crowds. 

In order to becOme a serious rival]. ito 
the Nationals the Americans have been 
busily employed during the entire winter 
in securing players of wide repute, whose 
presenga and skill will strengthen the 
club and draw larger crowds. 

Powell was dissatisfied with St. Louis. 
He had been faithful to them in their 
bad hour, and when the owners of the 
clubs got the upper hand and Daseball 
war was a thing of the past, they did 
not remember the sacrifices he had made 
for them, but insisted on cutting his sal- 
ary. 

As he would not sign at the terms of- 
fered he was traded to New York in ex- 
change for Harry Howell and $g000 in 
cash, which is a large price even in these 
Gays for a player. 

This is but one of the many sales which 
have been recorded in basebal] history. 
In New Orleans there is one player who 
once figured in a large money transaction, 
Theodore Breitenstein. Way back in the 
past Chris Von der Ahe, owner of tlie 
Browns, sold Breitenstein, then the lead- 
ing left hander.:in the business, to Cin- 
cinnati. A big price was paid for his re- 
lease, 

But Chris sold other players, and as a 
result ruined his club, and placed him- 
He was 
one of the greatest managers of his day, 
and had won the pennant four times with 
his team. Hig profits went as high as 
$75,000 a season, but he saw a chance 
to get quicker money by selling off some 
of nis best players, and as a result his 
club went to the wall. -He soid Bobby 
Carruthers, Dave Foutz and ‘‘Doc’’ Bush- 
ong to Brooklyn, and Curt Welsh to 
Brooklyn, and the big price paid fail- 
€d to recompense him for the loss in pat- 
ronage, 

The “Big Four,’’ composed of James 
White, ‘‘Deacon’’ Rowe, Dan Brouthers 
and Hardie Richardson, was sold in 
1885 for what was then considered a re- 
markable price, $14,000 for the four. Buf- 
falo was the seller, and Detroit the buyer. 

Chicago sold Mike Kelly to Boston for 
the round sum of $10,000 and was known 
for years as the $10,000 beauty. The 
next year Joh Clarkson was sold for 
the same amount by Chicago to Boston, 
thus making a $20,000 battery. 

And several years afterwards Boston 
continued its sensational work in buying 
players by purchasing Brouthers, Rich- 
ardson, Ganzer and Bennett from De- 
troit for $17,000, 

Down in the south the prices are of 
course much smaller than up north. The 
drafting price from the smaller leagues 
amounts to $300 and often a manager 
prefers to buy the player outright in 
preference to drafting him as he can 
get him much cheaper. From the South- 
ern League the drafting price amounts 
to $500 and few players bring more. 

Bartley, the young pitcher at Shreve- 
port, is said to have been sold orig- 
inally to a big league club for $1,000, 
which is a big price in this section of 
the country. Hulseman is said to have 
been bought for $1,000 by St. Louis. 

Many of the fastest players in the 
minor leagues are in the Atlanta aggre- 
gation and still their prices hardly run 
over $300. Several of the Atlanta flock 
once sold as high as $500, and it is 
very probable that a wholesale drafting 
system will take many of them away 
this year, when the season is over at 
the regulation cut and dried price of 
$500 a man. 

The most sensational purchase recorded 
in the history of the south was that of 
New Orleans last year when she sent 
Campau up north to buy players. He 
paid $10,000 for a bunch of players se- 
cured from Worcester, Joe - Hickory,, 
Wrigley, Erisbie, Delehanty and Apple- 
gate, being the most prominent.
